‘Dentures’ Is the Proper W ord 


Don't call ’em false teeth! 

That was the advice yesterday 
from Dr. J. R. Schwartz, of New 
York, expert on plastics, who is in 
Atlanta as one of the clinicians 
for the 3lst annual Thomas P. 
Hinman Midwinter Clinic of the 
Fifth District Dental Society this 
morning at 
torium, 

“False teeth is a bad term,” 
Dr. Schwartz.. “The word false 
connotes a mockery, whereas an 
artificial restoration is a prosthe- 
tic replacement of a natural part. 

“An artificial leg is a prosthetic 
appliance. So is an artificial eye. 
Yet we do not call them ‘false 
legs’ or ‘false eyes.’ The same ap- 
plies to teeth. Let's have done 


/with calling them false. Let's call 


them artificial dentures. That’s 


'what they are.” 


Dr. Schwartz, whose accomplish- 
ments include learning Spanish by 
reading “La Prensa,” painting oil 
portraits of such notables as Ma- 
dame Chiang Kai-shek and Win- 
ston Churchill, and writing and il- 
lustrating text books for dental 
schools, said he envisioned a post- 
war world in which homes will be 
built of plastic materials, 

“Plastics have brought within 
the reach of everyone a variéty of 
articles heretofore the privilege 
of the rich. It is the same 
with teeth made of plastics, par- 
ticularly of acryllic material.

This 


is the name for a group of sub- 
stances known as methacrylliates. 

“Teeth made of the acryllics 
give a more natural sensation, in 
the bite and when speaking, than 
other material. Porcelain will be 
used for many years, but teeth 
made of the acryllics will one day 
supplant them.” 

Dr. Schwartz, who made a 
bridge of five front teeth for his 
own mouth and put them in him- 
self, listed the important plastics 
as the phenolics, cellulose nitrates, 
cellulose acetates, ureahydrochlor- 
ates, furfurals, vinyls, indenes, 
styrenes, casenes and acryllics. 

More than 500 dentists from 
seven southeastern § states have 
registered for the clinic.

Baseball in 
civilian life is furthering the good neighbor policy by the 
generous contracts offered the many Cuban players. 
These Cubans make a good living out of the game. For, you 
sec, they play in a league all winter on the islands and come to 
America for the summer season.

United States forces now occupy the Aleutian Islands. That 
the Japs were driven from that long chain of pin points in the 
frigid Arctic region with small loss of life, is in part due to the 
efficient activities of a small organization known as the Alaska 
Scouts, commanded by Colone) Lawrence Castner, but which also 
bears the nickname of “Castner's Cutthroats.” 

Organized in November, 1941, by Colonel Castner, ADC intel- 
ligence chief, the Alaska Scouts started with four members; when 
war came the force was expanded to 24, and during the period 
of active hostilities with the Japs, numbered 66, with two officers. 
The Scouts are not supermen, but they are especially adapted to 
their assignment, because they were originally sourdough trappers, 
miners and fishermen, some Indians and Aleuts, who know how 
to get around in Alaska and on the Aleutian chain. 

By the time the Japs decided to sneak into Dutch Harbor, 
the Scouts were working in Kodiak, the Pribilofs, and other secret 
bases. When United States forces decided to take a Jap base the 
Scouts landed first, spied out enemy locations and strength, and 
by blinker lights directed the Navy signalmen. Unsung heroes of 
the North, they scouted every attack made by United States troops, 
and directed airmen by signals where they could do the most

I heard many otherwise sensible persons in this town saying 
they had it on good authority from some source—a friend in the 
War Department or an engineer—that the Bell plant had been 
written off and would never be built. 

Remember that one? It was current for weeks. 

Well, the plant was built. Not only was it built, but it was 
completed many weeks ahead of schedule despite the delay in 
getting steel. 

But let’s come up to date. 

Last week Henry Ford was_in our town. 

When he left town the report was spread among the Bell work- 
ers that Ford was taking over the plant; that it was unsatisfac- 
tory, that the whole thing would be retooled and everyone laid 
off for months. 

Who started that lie? 

No one knows. Henry Ford was passing through on his way 
north after a month at his south Georgia farm. He has his own 
headaches. 

The Bell plant is going great guns and doing a fine job. The 
B-29 has all the bugs out and is ahead of schedule. It is flying 
around as it has been for a good many months. It is still hush- 
hush, because it is a new plane with plenty of new stuff. Its 
details won’t be released until after one has been shot down and 
the enemy has seen it. So, let’s hope the details won’t ever be 
released—until the war is over. 

The Bell people and the Boeing people are doing a magnificent 
job and the War Department is happy about it. 

That’s the truth. Who started the lies? 


SKILLFUL JOB The other day out there—and I talked about 

it because it is our largest war plant—there 
was an office memo sent out to classify the help—how many direct 
workers and how many indirect. (A steno is an indirect worker, 
a guy working on the ship is a direct one.) 

The government wants to keep the employment at about 40 
per cent indirect and 60 per cent direct. Bell was trying to find out. 

Next day the report was out that thousands of persons were 
going to be laid off. 

Who started that lie? 

Well, of course, it is started by some skillful propagandist in the 
hire of the enemy. Or by some person who is soured on his coun- 
try and who is just helping out the enemy on a gratis basis. 

Why is it started? 

Well, for a simple reason, but an effective one. 

If the workers think their jobs aren’t safe, if they believe they 
may soon be out of a job, they will begin to worry and think 
about quitting. They may even quit. But they will worry and 
production and the quality of work will suffer. 

The lie has done harm to the worker and to his country and to 
the air force. 

The winning of the war has been slowed by a very, very small 
amount of time. But multiply it by many such rumors in many 
such plants and you get a big slowdown. 

It’s too skillfully done to be just idle gossip. 

It’s a pity we can’t punch the rumor spreaders right in the 
mouth, 

Meanwhile, we don't have to believe them.

On Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—Critics of our 
foreign policy who are too prone to go Off half- 
cocked in their complaints against the way the 

; State Department is handling many of the prob- 
lems arising in connection with the war would do well to give 
more realistic consideration to the situation before shooting off 
their tongues, 

That, it may be said, represents the consensus of the senate 
foreign relations committee after hearing Secretary of State Hull 
give a private explanation of the aims and objectives of our foreign 


policy. 

Mr. Hull went before an executive session of the committee 
the other day to answer some of the criticism directed against the 
department, in and out of congress. For obvious reasons he is not 
able to say publicly everything that he told the committee privately. 


A resume of what he related to the committee, however, will 
be helpful to the public in better understanding some of the pres- 
ent intricacies of our foreign policy. 


First of all, the venerable secretary reminded the committee 
that much of our foreign policy necessarily has to be influenced 
by the relationships which the United States hold with Great Brit 
ain and Russia as two of our principal Allies in the war. In this, 
he said, it is only natural that certain restraints should be imposed 
on us now which would not exist in normal peace times, 


CHARACTERISTICALLY FRANK With his usual frank- 
ness, Mr. Hull told the 


committee that it was inevitable that certain differences should 
arise among the leading Allies over quastions to be-settled after 
the war, but he emphasized that it would be foolhardy for us to 
attempt to make an issue of these differences while the war is 
still going on. 

The United States, it was pointed out, may have certain defi- 
nite ideas ahout the Polish question—where the country’s new 
boundaries should be and the type of government we would like 
to see set up there after the war. Russia has a different idea. 
The British may have still a third. 


What are we to do in solving the problems? Insist upon com- 
mitments now from our other Allies that will uphold our own 
policy with respect to the Polish question? 


To do that about every foreign policy question that arises, 
Mr. Hull pointed out, would be to invite a schism within the 
ranks of the United Nations. If we made too much of a point of 
such things, before the war is over the United States, Britain and 
Russia probably wouldn’t be speaking to each other, 


That, of course, is precisely what Hitler and his cohorts want 
to see. Nothing would suit them better than to see us become 
involved in a fight over policy that would open the way for the 
war to end in a stalemate. 


There are similar differences among the Allies on the French 
question, and on the Italian question. What the critics seem to 
be complaining about mostly is that we do not define more closely 
what our policy is with respect to these questions. As regards 
Poland, they want the State Department to press vigorously now 
for commitments which will open the way for settlement of the 
matter to our own liking after the conflict is over. 


That is like stopping in the middle of a fight to argue over 
disposition of the spoils. Such a policy manifestly has the ele 
ments of disaster in it. 
GEORGE AGREES Senator Walter F. George, a former chaire 

man of the foreign relations committee, 
agrees with the Hull viewpoint entirely. He says the critics have 
shown too much disposition to exaggerate the importance of many 
of the questions raised. 


Take the fuss that was raised over the recent recognition by 
Russia of the Badoglio government in Italy, for example. Because 
Marshal Stalin did not choose to notify us in advance of his plans, 
although our military authorities in Italy seem to have known all 
about it, the critics have sought to cite this as a case illustrating 
the ineptness of the State Department. 


The whole incident, as Senator George sees it, is entirely 
meaningless. Stalin had reasons of his own for handling the 
matter as he did, and the act was of such small consequence, in 
relation to broader questions of foreign policy, that it would have 
been permitted to pass ignored, but for the effort of the critics 
to make something out of it. 


In a nutshell, it may be said that our foreign oolien: at least 
until the war is won, will continue to be guided by the fact that 
we have other Allies who may have views of their own not always 
in harmony with our concepts. Good diplomacy dictates that we 
not try to antagonize our Allies while we all are fighting for a 
common cause, 

Hence both Secretary Hull and Senator George feel that too 
much of the criticism that has been heard of our conduct of for- 
cign diplomatic affairs is not only ill informed, but, for the most 
part, downright stupid. 


Mr. Hull may not be the best trained diplomat ever to sit at the 
head of the State Department, but for every-day horse sense he 
has no equa) The critics could do the country no better service 
than by leaving him unmolested.
